The 
end is still uncertain, al- 
though the democracies are 
at last waking up to their 
past blunders. They are be- 
ginning to realize, too, how 
much they really value their 
freedom and way of life, 
which they used to take too 
much for granted. 
It 
is unfortunate that 


there is still disagreement 
among Americans on the 
best means of saving them- 
selves. It will b~e tragic if 
"fumbling and irresolution" 
here are allowed to inter- 
rupt and delay the build- 
ing of 
defense 
and 
the 


strengthening of democracy 
within.

In a decision last June 3, also 
written by Frankfurter, tho Su- 
preme Court said that "it is not 
for the federal courts to supplant

in the face of convincing proof, 
that a differont result would havoi 
been better." 
That decision was on a challenge 


of another commission order by 
the Rowan and Nichols Company. 
The two companies contended the 
present cases were different. 
The ardors were challenged on 
the ground that they did not al- 
locate production "on a reasonable 
basis" and resulted in "confisca- 
tion" of property.
